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INTRODUCTION. 



■HE pEtrocliial clergyman and the school'

3 dered by the catecbiat of the primitive 
Church to the adult candidntes for hap- 
n those times all such persons tvent through 
surse of instruction preparatory to being 
to the Church ; and that this instruction 
might be properly imparted, a person was appointed 
for that purpose by the bishop, whose duty it was 
to train them to the knowledge of elementary doc- 
trines and duties. This person was sometimes a 
clergyman, as, for instance, Cyril, afterwards arch- 
bishop of Jerusalem ; and sometimes a layman, as 
Clement of Alejmndria, and Origen. There is, how- 
ever, I believe, no evidence that the same care was 
extended to Christian children and youth, though it is 
reasonable to suppose that something of the sort was 
done ; but they appear to have been left to the care of 
their sponsors, who were supposed to be bound M see 
that they were taught whatever a Christian ought to 
know, believe, and practise. 

By what steps cldldreu were brought under the 
direct instruction of the clergy, it is difficult to aay ; 
but the foundation was laid as early as the year 1383, 
in the general understanding (though, probably, with- 



out any express provision) that it wns thn duty of tUe 
parocliiai clei^y to explain to the yonth of their flocks 
the mdiments of religion ; and in particular, an it 
would seem, the Creed, the Ten Comraandtnmti, the 
geven jcorka of mercy, and the seven mortal sing. This 
appears from a mamiol of instructions for the clergj', 
drawn up, under the title of PupiUa Oculi Sacerdotum, 
from previous works of acknowledged authority, by 
John <le Burgo, chancellor of the University of Cam- 
bridge, professor of divinity, and rector of Collingham ; 
and reprinted, as late as the year 1510, for circulation in 
England. But how for flis understanding was acted up 
to, we have no sufficient information. We know, like- 
wise, that there were scbools attached to many of the 
monastic establishments, in which, as all education was 
then more religious than secular, children would he in- 
atructed. in the elements of their faith and duty; and 
there were, likewise, schoolmasters besides, who were 
controlled by the Church, and might not teach any 
thing contrary to the Christian religion.' But we find 
no trace of any regular provision for the systematic 
instruction of the young in the principles and duties of 
religion. 

The foundation, however, which had been thua laid 
before the Beformation was not lost sight of; and in 
the course of it various elementary works were pub- 
lished ; and these gradually prepared the way for the 
production of the present Catechism of the Church, 
vthicli was required to he taught by the parochial 
clergy every Sunday in their churches, and by all 
schoolmasters, who ■n'cre likewise required to be li-

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ceused by the bialiup.' So that the Church still kept 
the religious education of the young under her control. 

The lapse of time since the Reformation has jiro- 
duced sundry changes. The same event which hound 
upon the clergy a doser attention to the instruction of 
the youDg took away a very large portion of the pro- 
vision tor the clei^y themselves: so that, when po|iu- 
lation increased, they were nut able to obtain tliat 
assistance in teaching, which, if the resources of the 
Chnrch had not been impaired, they njight have de- 
rived from the inferior functionaries of the Church, nud 
from the members of convents, properly controlled and 
regulated. 

Meanwhile, however, endowed schools, which had 
begun to be established before the Ruformatioii, by tiie 
movement in favour of education which led to that 
great event, sprung up by degrees in different parts of 
the country, erected either hy the crown out of portions 
of the revenues of the suppressed convents, or through 
the muniliceuce of corporatioits or private individuals, 
— in which the masters were either clergymen or li- 
censed hy the bishop, and iu which it was an essential 
part of the system that the Catechism of the Church 
should he taught. Of these, about four-fifths were 
established in the period between the beginning of the 
Reformation and the Great Rebellion. Thus consider- 
able provision was made tor the instruction ol' the middle 
classes iu the principles of the established Church ; and 
the youth of the upper classes habitually received the

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CHBtom for persona of rank to retain in their households, 
as well as afterwnrcU at the uniyersities. And, as may 
be learnt &om tbe compl&ints of the paritans, from the 
hiographies of the time, and from Hooker's Eccleaiattical 
Pulitt/ and Herbert's CoantTy Parson, there were many 
congregations scattered over the country, in which the 
young were publicly instructed hy the parochial cleigy 
in the principles and duties of religion, according to the 
form of the Church Catechism, 

A strong party, however, in the kingdom, although 
very favonrahle to the instruction of young persons in 
the principles of religion out of the Church, yet all 
along struggled to hinder the pragress or the utility of 
this wholesome cuetoni ; and at length the Great Re- 
bellion, brought about by the same party, withdrew 
the young from the stated instruction of the clergy, 
and WHS one great cause of the abundant crop of 
errors which arose, and of the overflowing profligacy 
which followed. 

Upon tbe restoration of the Church and monarchy, 
in the reign of Charles II., the schools were, of course, 
brought back to the superintendence and license of 
the bishops ; others were founded Iroia time ti 
and many eflbrts were made, and have continued to he 
made — as may be seen by the charges of bishops still 
remaining — to revive the discarded usage of catechis- 
ing the children of parishes in the Church, after tha 
pattern so taith&lly practised, and so distinctly but 
briefly indicated, by the pious Herbert. There was, 
however, one great irajiediment to this revival in most 
towns, in the establishment of aflemoon lectures — 
usage which had been growing before the Rebellion, 
and which was extended after it : and from that and 



otber causes, catechising in this form does not appeiir 
to h)Lve become popular. So strong, indeed, was tlie 
prejudice in iavour of these lectures, that men, who, 
like KettleweU, chose to prtictise catechising in the 
Church, yet do nut appear to have followed up the old 
idea, by making the catechising- itaelf instructive to the 
whole cougrcgatioo, but to have added to some kind 
of repetition of the Catechism by the cliildren, a lecture 
from the pulpit on the subject pTeviously taken up vvitti 
them. And, indeed, notwithstauding the eti'urts of some 
zeidouB and wise preiates, and a sprinkling amongst the 
clergy, catechising publicly in the Church appeara never 
to have been generally revived, excepting during one 
portion of the year, viz. the seasou of Lent; when, by 
an accommodation of primitive usage, many young 
pcrsoQB were brought together to repeat the Catechism 
before the congregation. 

A great change has iikewise taken place in the con- 
dition of scboolmaslers. The license from the bishop, 
eicept for masters of endowed schools, fell into desue- 
tude ; voluntary schoolmasters established themselves 
by degrees all over the country ; and of lute yeurs they 
appear, to a great extent, to have relinquished even the 
teaching of the Catecliism, and to have imparted any 
religious instruction or none at all : nay, even in en- 
dowed schools it came, iu too many cases, to be limited 
to the rending of the letter of the Scriptures. 

Thus the Church lost, to a very great and lament- 
able extent, the charge of public religious instruction, 
which had formerly belonged to her. During this time, 
however, the education of children in church-principles 
had been cured for, to a certain degree, in another 
direction. Cherity-schouls, founded and supported by 
a3 
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voluntary contributionB, and assisted by liequeBta-— -but 
it of the nature of the more ancient gframmor-scliodUl 
were extending in the parishes of the metropolis, and 
in many proTincial cities and towns, in which the child- 
ren of poor persons might be clothed and fed, and re- 
ceive a religious instruction. These have been followed 
more recently by Sunday-schools, in which the child- 
ren of the poor are brought more or less directly under 
the instruction of their own pastor, and, in eome cases, 
prepared for catechising in the Church; and by daily 
suhoola, in which, withont being clothed or fed, child- 
ren of the laborious classes are instructed in tlie prin- 
ciples of the national Church and in the holy Scrip- 
tures. In these last, and in many Sunday-schools, the 
true catechetical principle is constantly applied to the 
Scriptures, the children being expected to give their 
own rephes to questions founded upon them. 

The last addition to the strength of the Church in 
this direction, has been in the establishment, or bring- 
ing into connexion with the Church, of schools for the 
trading and commercial classes, in which the inculca- 
tion of the same principles forms a necessary feature. 
In all of these the parochial clergyman has, or may 
have, his proper place as superintendent of religious 
instruction ; and the master or mistress will prepare 
the children, if it so please him, for his more perfect 
^H teaching. In all, the instructors are more or lesfi 

^H directly ap|iointed by the pastors of the Church, as the 
^^K calechut» of tlie primitive Chureh were, to commuui- 
^^H cate elementary instruction in religion. And thus the 
^^H Church of tills generation has been recovering, 
^^B great degree, the ground formerly lost. 
^^B The cateciunt uf the Church in our day, however, 
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whether he be a clergyman or not, lias this advantage 
over the catechist of the primitive Church, that he has 
a written authorised ilocuTnent by which to govern him- 
self (instead of the mere floating tradition of the Church), 
in which is emhodied the sense in which the Church 
understands the Christian covenant, aad the value she 
attaches to the two great sacraments of the Gospel. 

In the use, however, of this document, it will not 
be sufficient that the instructor should cause bis scho- 
lars to commit it to memory. Although that is Im- 
jiortant, it is but a preliminary step, upon which to 
build the understanding of it. For the Catechism is a 
practical document: it is intended to inslil such priu- 
ciples as may be a guide to the young Christian in the 
understanding of holy Scripture, and such rules of con- 
duct as may he a basis apon which to build all the 
details of his interior and exterior life. And if pro- 
perly instilled and properly received, it will do more 
tlian any other scheme of man's devising towards shield- 
ing him from all the varying blasts of strange doctrine, 
whether coming &om schismatical and heretical teach- 
ers, or from unsound guides within the Church itself. 
In this point of view the Catechism has not ha<l justice 
done it, except by a very few, especially bisliopa of the 
Church.' It will likewise store the mind with a com- 
pendium of Christian daty, both negative and positive.

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both practical and devationnl, which, as a akelc/i, can- 
excelled. And here is the advantage of that 
peculiarity of the Catechbni, which, at first sight, ap- 
pears a diaadvantage, — viz. that some portions of it are 
BO long. Thia, it is true, renders tiiem more difficult 
to cDiuinit to memory ; but, at the same time, it fixes 
them more durably when once well got. Not only so, 
but each part is complete in itself, which could not bo 
the case if it were broken up into many short questions 

But although it is better as regards the memory that 
the Catechiam should remain as it is, yet, in endeavour- 
ing to make it familiar to the understanding of chUdren, 
it is absolutely necessary to take it in portions, and 
those very minute portions. For, although composed 
to be committed to memory by children, it contains 
quite enough in it to exercise the understandings of 
grown persons, and even of persons considerably versed 
in theology ; and more especially in the present day, 
when our theology is so largely tinged with the pecu- 
liarities of modern systems, difiering essentially from 
those of the Apostolic age and of the Retbrmation, and 
totally irreconcilable with them. To such a person, 
tlie Catechism, taken up in a spirit of candour, with 
a single-minded desire to understand the ground and 
reason of its peculiarities, and with an unprejudiced 
com^tarisou of its luiiguage with that of holy Scripture, 
—cannot fail of proving a most profitable study. It 
will not only make him a better Churchman, but a more 
stedfast Christian ; and give him a light into the writ- 
ten word, of which he can have no conception withont 
experience of it. 

Such being the depth and extent of the ChnrGli 
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Catechism, it is absolutely necesBary, in order to bring 
it home to tlie understandings of children, and thence 
to their hearts and consciences, to divide it into very 
minut* portiong, and to make them acquainted aepa- 
rately with those portions. This was practised by 
Herbert ; it has been recomin ended, from time to time, 
by bishops of the Clmrch ; Bp. Beveridge drew up his 
Eipiojiaiion specially with a view to it; and the Oxford 
Catec/itmt was constructed with the same end ; the 
Cliureh CateckUm broken into Short Questioni, now in 
general use m Church-schools, is constructed upon that 
principle and the peraevering endeavour to do this 
for a series of years, has issued, on the part of the 
author, m the collecting the mat«rialfl of this little 
work, which ia now published in the ho^se, and not 
onlj the hope, but the confident belief, that it will be 
usetul to most persons who undertake to catechise 
children, whether the clergy themselves, or that valu- 
able class of persons with a view to whom it is chiefly 
made public, — the masters of commercial and national 
schools. It does not profess to be drawn fiom the 
writings of our standard divines ; but it is the product 
of a mind formed by their study and that of the in- 
spired word of God ; and it will be found to have a 
general agreement with Bishops Ken, Beveridge, Pear- 
son, Nicholson, and Wilson, — so that there is scarcely 
any thing in it which may not be found in one or an- 
other of them, or in the formularies of the Church. 
But if adopted, it must not be taken upon the authority 
of any names, but because it ajiproves itself to those 
who examine it, as developing the doctrine of the 
Church, consistently with itseli' and harmoniously with 
holy Scripture. 



And now a few worda as to the nature of the Cate-!- 
diism itself, and tlie proper end and use of lliia work, if 
adopted in commercial and national schools or in pr 
vate families. 

It is impossible that the catechist can discharge h 
office aright, if he does not rightly understand his tru 
position. Let him remeiDber, theo, that unless a clergy-' 
man himself, he is not one of the pastori of the Church, 
not one of her divinely appointed teachers ; hut simply 
a help to them and a preparation for them. It is chiefly 
their husinesa to apply doctrine so as to touch the ci 
science ; but it is not his, at least not in the same < 
gree, unless he be himself one of them. His business 
is more to open the understanding, and prepare ii 
be ancillary to the heart; so that the sacred teacher 
may not find that he is to be continually laying foun- 
dations, hat may lead his £ock on to peri'ectjon. 

But whilst it is not his especial liueineBS to awaken- 
the conscience, it is stiU more not Ids business to deaden 
it. And nothing more effectually deadens the consci' 
ence than having religious truth taught in a mere 
mechanical way, like any ordinary branch of know- 
ledge. (Indeed, it abates the interest of the scholar 
in any pursuit, if he discovers that his master takes n 
personal interest in it himself.) The catechist should 
therefore struggle against the temptation he will feel 
to treat the teaching of religion like the teaching of 
mere human knowledge. He should feel, and let it be 
seen that he feels, that the thing is practically of the 
very highest concern, to himself as well as to those 
whom he instructs. He should endeavour to banish 
all levity and irreverence. He should cherish a sub- 
dued and reverent spirit b bimseli', and in those ho 



teacbeB. He sbonld in this, more especially tlinn in 
other works, in liis own heart begin and end in God, 
Specially should he avoid introducing mere worldly 
feelings into the biiBinetis. A contentious emulation 
should he kept away, and a generous desire of eseel- 
lence for its own Mike encouraged. He should strive 
gainst " anger, and wrath, and clamour," in himself, 
and endeavour to preserve evenness and tmnquillity of 
spirit; 80 that it may be felt that he is not merely an 
instructor inculcating knowledge, but a Christian com- 
municating with fellow-Christians upon points essential 
to their highest and beet interests. 

These points being secured, I come to another equally 
important, which may, indeed, at first sight apjiear obvi- 
ous and easy ; viz. that he should make himself master 
of the intention and plan of the Catechism. But, how- 
ever obvious it may appear, there are rauliitudea of 
teachers who have never contemplated it as requisite; 
and however easy, there are multitudes more, and even 
of those who have written upon the subject, who seem 
never to have aitained it ; in many cases, for a reason 
which appears quite sufficient to account for the tact, 
when once stated, tbat, having their minds early cast in 
a theology very difierent from tbat which dictated the 
Catechism, they have never been able to break the 
trammels thus thrown around them. 

The Catechism, then, is dmwn up not merely for 
the instruction of children in Christian knowledge, but 
for the instruction of Christian children. It looks back 
to baptism as having been the commencement of their 
spiritual life. It recognises heartily and unfeignedly, 
by no quibble or system of explanation, the language 
of the baptismal service, and acts upon the belief that 



they vere tben ma<Ie children of Qod by a spiritaal 

r^ifeiieration. It recdves tliem literally in the name of 
Christ, and proceeds to bring them up in the nurture ^ 
and admonition of the Lord. It knows nothing of the 
heartless unbelieving notion of treating Christian child- 
ren BB unbelievers. It knows that those who by one 
Sjnrit have been baptised into the one body of Christ, if 
they have not actual faith, must have a predispositioa 
towards faith; and it acta upon this knowledge; it 
draws upon their Iftith ; it teaches them how lo cany 
out faith into obedience ; it leads them to the divinely 
appointed means of cherishing faith and invigorating 
obedience. 

This, then, is the intention of the Catechism, to 
bring up the Christian child to believe and live as a 
Christian,— to work together with the renewing Spirit 
for hia preservation in a state of salvation ; and to lead 
him to wish and strive himself to make his caBing and ' 
election sure. And this is the plan of the Catechism ; , 
to instruct him in hia privilegea and the duties reauliing 
from and attached to them, and necessary to their pre- 
servation ; to give him a foundation of Christian truthi 
upon which to rest his soul, and a summary of Chris- 
tian duty, explicitly containing the chief duties, and 
capable of taking in all others ; to lead his soul up to 
the great Source of spiritual life, and to t«ach him what 
principally to desire at His hands; and to instruct him 
in the nature and end of the two principal outward 
means of grace, — the one, by which he has already re- 
ceived initial and seminal grace ; the other, by which 
that grace is continued and augmented.' 

And here let me remark the two different aspects 
in which Baptism is viewed iu the former and latter ' 
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portiona of the Catechism. In the former, it h a cove- 
Tiant, by which we attain certain privileges aiid are 
bound to certain <]utiee ; in the latter, it is a means of 
grace, by which our aoula have been delivered from 
their natural incapacity to serve God, and endued with 
iwwer to perform those duties. Without the httler 
feature. Baptism, considered as a covenant, must have 
been ineffectual. It would have done nothing better 
than to ensure our utter and total condemnation, to 
have admitted us to the external privileges, and bound 
us with our fallen nature to the duties, of the Gospel, 
if we had not at the same time been endued with the 
grace of the Gospel. 

This being the intention and plan of the Catechism, 
so comprehensive, and so strictly in accordance with the 
holy Scripture, every thing is in keeping with it, and it 
harmonises with all the aervicea of the Church, and with 
every other port of its doctrine ; and therefore every 
true son of the Church will find it most satisfactory to 
act upon it, without having recourse to any method 
of explaining away its literal meaning : for too many 
manuals which profess to explain the Catechism, do in 
effect explain it away. And he will thus lind, that in 
instructing the young Christian he has a hold upon 
him which nothing else can give him, and that he has 
a fulcrum within his soul upon which to work with 
more effect than in any other way. By regarding the 
Christian child as only nominally a Chrititiim, but really 
Ui unbeliever, and not trusting to the sacred influence 
and infused grace already at work within him, it is to 
be feared that many sheep have been lost from Chrisf h 
fold, and many little ones have perished for whom 
Chiiat died. 



From this Tien of the Cstechigm, I come to the 
intention and object of tlie following Manual. In 
drawing it up, it was considered tbat it would come 
into the hands of very different classes of instructors, 
and be employed in the instruction of very different 
classes of children ; and it was therefore constructed 
with a. view to its being as extensively useful as y 
practicable in a single volume, and that a small one. 
will be seen that the effort has been made to render at 
many of the questions as possible such as should i] 
one way or another suggest their own answers to 
class of children acquainted with the letter of the Cate- 
chism ; but it will be found that it will sometimes be 
necessary or desirable to translate the language used 
into the idiom of the peculiar class of children or district 
of the country in which the school happens to be. T 
independently of vulgarisms properly so called, the 
working classes have preserved many idioms of the 
ancient tribes from whom we are descended, which 
have been totally lost amongst the educated classes, 
and replaced by others drawn from classical or foreign' 
languages. Not that I would have those provincial 
idiojaa perpetuated : for when the question has been' 
made intelligible by the use of any such idiom, it i 
be better to translate it back again into ordinary lan- 
guage. 

With this description of questions is intermingled 
a higher kind ; the answers to which arise out of the 
Catechism, but are not so immediately suggested by it. 
These, if not answered at once, may often be brought 
out by dividing the question into several simpler i 
more leading ones, all tending to bring the scholar to 
the answer to the first, which may at length be re-< 
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peateii, and the answer to it obtained,' If, however, 
the catechiat should find that even then he ia unauc- 
cesaful, it will be necessary that be should himself give 
the proper answer, cause it to be learnt by the class, 
and then question upon the answer itself. 

There is still another class of questions not yet men- 
tioned ; viz. those, the answers to which do not in any 
degree arise from the Catechieni, but are to be found 
in that body of divinity which has been handed down 
in the Church from one generation to another, and is 
embodied, partly in the Homilies of the Church, and 
partly in the writings of our standard divines. To 
these questions children can seldom be expected to 
supply tlie proper replies themselves ; and therefore it 
will be uecessary that the iniitructor should furnish 
them, and cause them to be committed to memory in 
whatever way he has found most successful. In these 
cases the question will chiefly serve the purpose of 
calling attention to the subject, and preparing the 
mind for appreciating the instruction to be communi- 
cated in the form of a reply to it. And when that re[>ly 
has been well committed to memory, it will olten be 
advisable to frame fresh questions upon it, to be an- 
swered by the children. 

Objections are sometimes made to the practice of 
committing to memory by joint repetition in classes, as 
practised in the national schools : but the compiler uf 
this little work has tound it the most efficient plan he 
ia acqutunted with ; and any irreverence or haste likely

The chief > 
point is, that there should be one governing mind pre- 
sent as constiintly as possible, feehng aright itself, and 
earnestly intent both on checking any tendency to evil, 
and on winning others to the truth, and imbuing theii 
hearts with the same holy feelings. 

It will be seen that the greater part of the questionB 
in this work have their proper answers attached to them, 
and consequently may be made use of by any instructor, 
whether in schools or in private families; — but the 
author is unwilling to take leave of his readers with- 
out saying, that one great object of its publication will 
remain unaccomplished, if it does not become iustni- 
meiital in inducing many of his brethren in the sacred 
ministry to revive the ancient practice of catechising 
publicly in the church, according to the direction of the 
rubric, by which we are all bound. To any who are 
unconvinced of the reality of this duty, or of the im- 
portance and great utility of the fulfilment of it, he 
would earnestly recommend the perusal of the Docti- 
menit and Aatkorlties on Pablic CalecJiising, recently- 
published by the Hev. John Ley, and Archdeacon 
Bather's Cliarge on the same subject. The latter i 
particularly valuable as shewing how the plan of the 
Church is practically carried out by one of the best 
parish-priests uf the present day. But as every person 
may not have Archdeacon Bather's natural ability, or 
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his bodily powers, one great object of (he jiresent publi- 
cation is to Hssiat thoae who may feel themselves to be 
deficient in either the one or the otber of these qualifl- 
catioDB ; and its use is to prepare the children in the 
school for that public questioning in the church, and 
those remarks, explanations, and addresses, grounded 
upon that questioning, which fill up the idea of cate- 
chising us contempleted by those who in successive 
ages have recommended and practised it, and which 
the author believes from experience to be most highly 
usefiil bo^ to the children themselves and to the other 
members of the congregation. For this end, he bus no 
scruple in confidently recommending it to his brethren ; 
and prays that this and all his efforts may be blessed 
by the great Head of the Cbureli, to the adTancemcnt 
of its members in the knowledge of our Lord and Savi- 
our Jesus Christ, and a better prejiaralion for his awful 
yet glad appearing.
